CLIFTON FORGE. VA., .March 21..
John A. Kuff. u popular Chesapeake and
Ohio flreman, was shot by ,u negro brukc-
inan named Rdbert Bdwles at .:,'» o'clock
thi« rnornlng. Ituff was called to llro an
onglne down iho James Rlver Divlslon,
and was wuitlng for tho eiiEhieer, who
stepped in tho' yard offlce for orders.
"When tho negro told him to elcar. tbe
track Ruft refused, and nlightod from Ihe
engine, whereupon tho negro whlppod out
a thlrty-eight callbro revolver uud shot
at him Ilvc times, one shot taklng effect
In Ruff's left breast, near the heart. aud
another In tho abdomen.
Ruft fell after the llrst shot. and hc

negro kept shooting uptil Ho emp.tled ho
revolver. The nwro flcd toward Iho
Chesapeake and Ohio shops. nnd has not
lieon seen slnco. Hundreds of men. armed
with Winchesters and revolyers. ;-navc
been soouring the moimtalr.s, but atMhls
hoiir the fugitivc lias eluded all efroitb

Govornor Montague has
rcquestecl-jthctn, lf they have any further
papers- ln corinectvon wlth the case, ..to
cbrhhiunlcate thom to him nt once, this
being taken to mean that ln all tho
